T lie y Piny b u t n S e c o n d a r y R o le In 
t h e D e fe n x e o f S ta te s . 
A fortress spells immobility and dis­ 
persion. 
We should therefore look 
ask ance at it until proof is g iven that 
it has a definite purpose to fulfill in a 
reasoned scheme of strateg y . We must 
not allow ourselves to be led away by 
the g lamour surrounding a heroic de­ 
fense. 
We m ust look to the end and 
leave paneg y rics to poets. 
We must, 
in short, reg ard all fortification as an 
auxiliary and nothing more. 
A for­ 
tress, because it is a fortress and be­ 
cause it is ours, is not necessarily an 
advantag e and may be the reverse. If 
we g ain battles we g ain the enemy 's 
fortresses; If we lose them he g ains 
ours, w hether they are In the interior 
or upon the sea. In each case the lar­ 
g er the g arrison the g reater the disas­ 
ter. Fortresses, and, in fact, all fortifi­ 
cations, have never play ed any thing but 
a secondary role in the defense of 
states, and no nation has ever y et been 
saved by them. 
They can as auxil­ 
iaries occasionally assist an army and 
they can aid naval capital, wisely in­ 
vested and wisely used, to bear splen­ 
did interest, but they can never re­ 
establish moral superiority when ouee 
it is lost nor create it by the virtue at­ 
taching to its parapets if it does not 
exist. Over the portals of the fortress 
or harbor of refug e should be w ritten 
in the larg est and black est of charac­ 
ters the words that Dante discovered 
over the g ates of hell.—M ilitary Cor. 
Loudon Times.

Early Po tato es Planted and Gardens 
Are Well Adv anced,

The Illinois section of the United

Springfield 
for the 
week 
ending 
April I7 tb: 
The temperature was below the 
seasonal average throughout the week 
and the growth of vegetation made 
slow advance. 
Freezing tempera­ 
tures were recorded several times in 
the central and northern districts, 
and light to heavy frosts occurred 
every night. 
Light frosts were re? 
ported in sections of the southern dis­ 
trict. 
Beneficial rains fell over a con­ 
siderable portion of the southern dis­ 
trict on the 10th, and light precipita­ 
tion occurred on several days in the 
other districts, mostly in the form of 
snow on the 14th and 15th. In the cen 
tral district moisture is needed in 
many localities, the seasonal deficiency 
amounting to upwards of 5 inohes. 
Farm ing operations have progressed 
with but little interruption. 
The 
soil in fine condition, is working well, 
and much plowing has been done. 
Planting corn continues in the south­ 
ern, and the work now extends to the 
central district. 
The sowing of oats has advanced 
rapidly, the bulk of the crop now be­ 
ing in the ground. 
Many fields are 
showing green to a good stand. W ith 
ssasonable weather the outlook for 
the crop at this time is very promis­ 
ing. 
W heat and rye m aintain a good 
condition. 
In portions of the central 
district wheat now needs moisture, 
but the crop has been improved in the 
southern district by tim ely showers, 
the plant is vigorous and thrifty, and 
the prospect is generally favorable. 
Grasses are making rapid growth in 
the northern tier of counties, but in 
the central and southern districts 
they have started nicely, and pastures 
are affording ample feed in many lo­ 
calities. 
Early pots tees are mostly planted, 
and some a r : up in the central and 
southern 
districts. 
Gardening 
is 
somewhat backward in the northern 
district, but is well adv an ced else­ 
where. 
Notwithstanding the frey lent occur­ 
ence of freezing temperatures and 
frosts during the week, fruit trees are 
generally reported to be unscathed, 
and the outlook for all fruits is prom­ 
ising except peaches. The trees are

might not be reasonable in a sparsely 
Settled part of the city . 


A n oth er Section U n reasonable.
